George M. Graves Boards Destroy- 
er; 51 American Evacuated 
From Madrid.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. — The 
State Department announced yes- 
terday that the American Consul 
at Malaga, in Southern Spain, had 
closed his Consulate temporarily 
and fled to safety at Gibraltar 
aboard the United States destroyer 
Hatfield. 

The Consul, George M. Graves, of 
Bennington, Vt., was removed with 
the Argentine Consul and Vice-Con- 
sul and an Argentine national Sat- 
urday. 

‘Three American nationals were 
removed from Malaga Sept. 18 by 
the Hatfield and landed at Gibral- 
tar Saturday. The State Depart- 
ment said 13 Americans now are 
left in Malaga without consular 
protection. 

With the Embassy at Madrid 
planning to close as a place of 
refuge tomorrow, reports to the 
State Department yesterday told of 
the evacuation of 51 Americans 
from the capital Saturday by the 
cruiser Quincy, which picked them 
up at Alicante.

21,172 Registered at Noon. 

Figures collected by policemen, 
covering 619 of the city’s 670 pre- 
cincts, showed that the number reg- 
istering in the first four hours $to- 
day, up to noon, was 21,172. The 
police districts reporting the heay- 
iest registration to a precinct were 
the Fourth (Carr street), where 20 
precincts of the Third, Fourth and 
Fifth wards showed 1125 registrants, 
or 56 to a precinct; Central dis- 
trict, downtown, where 10 precincts 
of the Fifth, Sixth and Seventh 
wards showed 673, or 67 to a pre- 
cinct, and the Eighth (Laclede ave- 
nue), where 22 precincts of the 
Fifth, Sixth, Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth wards showed 1278, or an 
average of 58. The lowest aver- 
ages were in North St. Louis, 
where the North Market street sta- 
tion gave a report showing 80 rez- 
istered to a precinct, and the Rus- 
kin avenue station showed an aver- 
age of 25, and the Magnolia ave- 
nue station, on South Grand boule- 
vard, also with an average of 30. 

The quadrennial registration will 
continue until 9 o’clock tonight, and 
from 8 a. m. to 9 p. m. daily tomor- 
row, Wednesday and Thursday. 
Only those who register on one of 
these four days will be entitled to 
vote in the electian of Nov. 3. The 


primary registration list, which in- [ 


cluded 46,000 names “not found” 
in the Election Board check-up 
which followed the Post-Dispatch’s 
exposure of wholesale registration 
frauds, has been discarded. The 
present registration is the basic 
one for the next four years. 

Miss Bobb’s position has not yet 
been designated by the new Elec- 
tion Board, headed by Charles P.

MANHOLE BLAZE

Electric Conduit Fire on St. 
Charles St. Cuts Off Power 
in Some Buildings.

Columns of fire 15 feet high shot | 
out of two manholes in St. Charles 
street between Sixth and Seventh 
streets this afternoon when fire 
broke out in an underground tun- 
nel carrying electric power lines. 


The blaze continued for an hour, 
attracting a crowd of several thou- 
sand. | 

Firemen were delayed for 30 min- 
utes in extinguishing the fire until 
truck loads of sand were dumped 
near the manholes and shoveled in. 
Smoke seeped from other openings 
within the radius of a block ane 
the blaze appeared at a manhole at 
Seventh and St. Charles. The fire 
was under control an hour after 
the alarm was given. 

Electric service was interrupted 
in the Railway Exchange Buildinz, 
the Ambassador Theater and the 
Ambdassador Building. Famous- 
Barr department store, in the 
Railway Exchange, was closed when 
lights went out and power for ele- 
vators and escalators failed. The 
motion picture theater closed also. 

The fire, reported at 1:30 o’cteck, 
was probably caused by a short cir- 
cuit, according to Fire Chief John 
J. O’Boyle. Insulating materials on 
the electric conduits burned. Work- 
men.of the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. cut the conduits at each 
end of the block as the Diaze was 
brought under control. 

Firemen poured water to the side 
of the Sonnenfeld clothing store as 
the intense heat of the fire cracked 
show windows. 

The quantities of sand shoveled 
into teh blazing manholes soon 
smothered the fire at that place, 
but it appeared soon at the hole 
half a block away, at Seventh street.

INVESTORS’ TRUST HOLDINGS 
SHOW DECLINE OF 25 PCT. 


Boston Firm’s Asset Value in 1926 
Was $30 a Share and Last 
Dec. 31, $24.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—A net 
shrinkage of 25 per cent in the 
“permanent” investors’ holdings of 
the Massachusetts Investors’ Trust 
between Jan. 1, 1927, and Dec. 31, 
1935, was disclosed today before the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. 

Merrill Griswold, chairman of and 
attorney for the Boston investment 
trust, made the disclosure under 
questioning by James Austin, com- 
mission counsel. 

Griswold said the net asset value 
of the trust’s shares on Dec. 31, 
1926, amounted to $30.28 each, while 
the liquidating value last Dec. 31 
was $24.03 a share, a decline of 20.6 
per cent. To this, Austin noted, the 
selling cost of the stock in the 
meantime was $5,900,000 incident to 
selling a total of $83,600,000. To this 
he added $1,500,000 for operating 
expenses. 
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BATTLESHIP, TEXAS, COLLIDES: 


WITH TANKER OFF SAN PEDRO 


U. S. Navy Ship Dented; Both Craft 
Able to Proceed to Port — 
for Inspection. 

SAN PEDRO, Cal., Sept. 21.—The 
battleship, Texas, and a British 
tanker, Scalaria, collided today in 
the fog, the Marine Exchange re- 
ported. 

The damage to the Texas appar- 
ently consisted in a large indenta- 
tion in the stern.

Spanish Insurgents Trying 
to Take Maqueda, From 
Where Highways Go to 
Capital and Toledo. 


FASCISTS MOVE ON 
* IN SPITE OF RAIN 


Government Planes Seek 
to Stop Advance, But 
Most of Bombs Fall 
Wide of Marks.

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 


Spain, by Courier to French-Span- 
ish Border, Sept. 21.—Forces of the 
Spanish government failed today to 
halt the drive of Gen, Francisco 
Franco’s insurgent army, advanc- 
ing toward Madrid. 

Split into four columns, the in- 
surgents expected to seize the road 
junction at Maqueda in a few davs, 
and then march down tne 45 miles 
of good roadway to Madrid. Ma- 
queda is west and a little south of 
the capital, 


Government reinforcements con- 
stantly were coming up, but the 
defenders were unable to hold their 
lines against constant charges py 
rebel tanks and airplanes. The 
government army lost many men 
as it fell back on Maqueda. 

Capture of Maqueda would place 
the insurgents in.a strategic posi- 
tion for attacks on both Madrid and 
Toledo. The town is the junction 
point on two main roads, one lead- 


to Toledo. Between 
Maqueda and Madrid is only one 
other large community—Navalcar- 
nero—about midway between Ma- 
queda and the capital. On the To- 
ledo highway there are no large 
settlements. 

Moors Occupy Village. 

Moors, recruited in the service of 
the Fascists from Spanish Morocco, 
entered the little village of Otero 
south of the road leading to the 
capital. 

Advance patrols of insurgents 
fired on the run and dragged ma- 
chine guns with them. The loyal- 
ists abandoned their positions and 
scattered before the offensive of 
the well-drilled foreign troops. 

Government bombing planes 
sought to rout the advancing Fas- 
cists, but most of the bombs went 
wide of their marks. Insurgent 
planes engaged loyalist flyers. 

Among the wounded was Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Jose Sainz, member of 
the Fascist Political Council, and 
former Stuyvesant High School stu- 
dent in New York. A burst of 
shrapnel tore through a window and

Rain slowed the Fascist advance 
a little. Insurgent artillery bat- 
teries were left far behind because 
of the mud. 

Three Government planes 
dropped 17 bombs Saturday on 
Talavera before seven insurgent 
pursuit planes could take off. There 
were no casualties and the pursuit 
planes were reported to, have shot 
down one Government machine. 
This was the first air attack on 
Talavera in five days. 

Drive Planned by Franco. 

The campaign which Fascists 
hoped would take them into the 
capital was planned by Gen. Fran- 
co personally. He conferred with 
Col. Juan Yague, his field aid, for 
more than two hours before he 
turned over command of the four 
Fascist columns. Then Franco re- 
turned to Caceres, where he has 
established headquarters. 

The Fascist drive was centered 
on Maqueda by the center column. 
To the extreme left another group 
of attackers advanced toward La 
Iglesuela and Almonox in an ef- 
fort to reach the road between San 
Martin de’ Valdeigiesias and Ma- 
queda. Another column marched 
near E)] Real de San Vicente, while 
a fourth aimed at Escalona, from 
which there is a direct road to Ma- 
queda. 

For the final drive on Madrid, 
rFranco expected to send at least 
three columns against the capital 
on roads from Toledo, Maqueda 
and San Martin. Fascist .offictrs 
predicted they would reach the 
capital in 15 days or a month. They 
said the Government forces were 
running short of ammunition. 

The approach of cold weather was 
one of the principal reasons for 
speeding up the drive on Madrid. 
Nights already are seyere and 
rains are setting in. | 

Talavera, normally a town of 13,- 
000 persons, has become virtually a 
military camp. Only a few hun- 
dred civilians remain. The others 
have fled to Madrid. Bars and 
cafes are jammed with soldiers.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—William 
Randolph Hearst's 25 newspapers 
printed today the publisher’s 1000- 
word reply to President Roosevelt. 
On Saturday the White House gave 
out a statement denying in advance 
a pending charge by “a notorious 
newspaper owner” that Roosevelt 
was bidding for the support of rad-; 
icals. Yesterday Hearst papers fea- 
tured a statement by Earl Browd- 
er, Communist candidate for Presi- | 
dent, saying that Communists can 


join in supporting Roosevelt. 

Hearst's rejoinder was cabled 
from Amsterdam. Hearst ex- 
pressed a desire to “correct Mr. 
Roosevelt's misstatements.” 

“T have not stated at any time 
whether the President willingly or 
unwillingly received the support of 
the Kar! Marx Socialists, the Frank- 
furter Radicals, Communists and 
Anarchists, the Tugwell Bolsheviks 
and the Richberg Revolutionists 
which constitute the bulk of his 
following,” Hearst said, 


“Destructive Elements.” 

“T have simply said and shown 
that he does receive the support of 
these enemies of the American sys- 
tem of government, and that he had 
done his best to deserve the sup- 
port of all such disturbing and de- 
structive elements. 

“He was no sooner elected than 
he ,,. adopted the platform of the 
Karl Marx Socialists in almost ev- 
ery word ard letter..., Mr. Roose- 
velt compelled the recognition of 
the bloody dictatorship of Stalin 
in Moscow. ,.. Mr. Roosevelt 
must know that the Bolshevist 
tyranny openly proposes’ to se- 
cure the overthrow of the Amer- 
can system of government by 
the boring from within which Prof. 
Frankfurter preaches, the ‘surging 
forward of the workers and _ the 
farmers’ which Mr. Tugwell advo- 
cates, and the active and actual rev- 
olution which Mr. Richberg hails as 
here.” 

On this the White House made 
no comment beyond its original 
statement, signed by Stephen T. 
Early, one of the President's secre- 
taries, which said in part: “A cer- 
tain notorious newspaper publisher” 
was attempting “to make it appear 
that the President passively accepts 
the support of alien organizations 
hostile to the American form of 
government,” and, “Such articles 
are conceived in malice and born of 
political spite.” 


Browder’s Comment. 

Browder said: 

“The Hearst-Landon campaign 
must indeed be weakening if it 
needs such desperate lies to bolster 
it up.” 

He recalled a May 20 speech in 
which he said, “We (Communists) 
do not commit ourselves to Roose- 
velt” through “a united front with 
workers who support Roosevelt. We 
do not and will not take any re- 
sponsibility for Roosevelt.” 

In Pittsburgh, Hearst-operated ra- 
dio station WCAE announced it 
would carry three radio addresses 
by Browder after canceling a net- 
work broadcast Aug. 12. An offi- 
cial said counsel had advised ac- 
ceptance of the broadcasts in view 
of Communications Act provisions 
requiring “equal opportunities” of 
the air for all candidates for public 
office.

Loyalists Say They Repulsed At- 
tack on Santa Olalla.

MADRID, Sept. 21.—The Govern- 
ment announced late today its 
army had repulsed a new assault 
on Santa Olalla, 24 miles northwest 
of Toledo, after a 14-hour battle with 
four divisions of Moorish troops. 

(Santa Olalla is the site of the 
final line of Government defense 
before the highway junction point 
of Maqueda). 

Insurgent artillery laid down a 
barrage for the Moorish advance, 
the Government said, enabling the 
Fascists to penetrate Government 
lines several miles before they were 
driven back. 

Loyalist troops fired on the ad- 
vancing columns from _ strongly- 
fortified gun positions while pur- 
suit planes kept the air clear of in- 
surgent bombers, meanwhile attack- 
ing the enemy gfound forces with 
machine gun fire. 


RABAT, French Morocco, Sept. 
21.—The insurgent radio station at 
Seville announced today the Fascist 
forces had captured Santa Olalla. 

A Captain, Lieutenant, three ser- 
geants and 30 Government soldiers 
were captured,.the broadcast said, 
while 30 other Madrid civil guards- 
men surrendered. 


Rebels Continue Advance on Bilbao, 
on Northern Coast. : 

ST. JEAN DE LUZ, France, Sept. 
21.—Spanish rebels, in their ad- 
vance toward Bilbao on the north- 
ern coast, captured Azpeita, 17 miles 
west of San Sebastian, diplomatic 
dispatches said today. 

Azpeita, stronghold of Basque na- 
tionalists, fell easily befofe the Fas- 
cist and Carlist militia. One col- 
umn of insurgents later occupied 
Azcoita while another column bhe- 
sieged Motrico. 

Refugees reported Bilbao was 
nearly demoralized by lack of muni- 
tions, a condition which was forc- 
ing the Government militia to re- 
treat. They said the inhabitants of 
|Bilbao were fleeing by land in the 
direction of Santander or by boat 
on the dangerous route past insur- 
gent patrol boats to France. 

Four hundred men, women and 
children arrived here in fishing 
boats. 

The last major Government line 
before Bilbao stretches between 
EKibar and Elgoibar. A battle is ex- 
pected about Eibar, an industrial 
town where the Government has 
been manufacturing arms which 
the insurgents want.

KILLED BY DETECTIVES. 
ON FALING TO HALT 


Man, Sought for Questioning 
About Forgery, Shot in 
East St. Louis. 


Robert Berry, 27-year-old Negro, 
was shot and killed by two East St. 
Louis detectives today after he 
failed to stop when they sought to 
question him about a forged check. 
He was shot in the right thigh and 
the bullet ranged upward into the 
abdomen. 

About 10:30 a. m. Berry went to 
the George S. Mepham Corpora- 
tion, paint manufacturers at 2001 
Lynch avenue, East St. Louis, to 
call for a check for some work he 
had done in July. Police had ar- 
ranged with the company that if 
Berry came there they be called. 

Police wanted to question him 
about a check for $49.28 issued to 
another employe of the company 
which was stolen last August. The 
indorsement was forged and the 
check cashed. Berry was under sus- 
picion because he had never re 
turned to work, even to call for his 
own pay check, after the forged 
check had been cashed. 

When Berry arrived at the com- 
pany’s office he was told that po- 
lice wanted to talk to him. He just 
said, “No, no, no,” and ran out a 
back door. Detectives Sam Ryck- 
man and James Craft followed, 
called him to stop, and when he 
did not, each fired two shots. Berry 
fell wounded in the alley and died 
an hour later at St. Mary’s Hospi- 
tal.

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POLTO DISCUSSES 
WHY HE WAS FIRED 


Thinks Election Board Consid- 
ered It Improper to Employ 
Committee Member. 


Nicholas Polito, Fourth Ward Re- 
publican City Committeeman for 32 
years and a former Justice of the 
Peace, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er today that the new Board of 
Election Commissioners gave no 
reason for his dismissal Saturday 
as a clerk at the office of the 
board.

was one of the first acts of the 
new board after it was sworn in 
Saturday. 

Seen at his home at 2810 Cass av- 
enue, Polito, when asked his opin- 
ion of why he had been dismissed, 
said he assumed it was because the 
new board thought it improper that 
a city committee member be em- 
ployed in the office. 

Friendship for Miller. 

When he was asked if his friend- 
ship with Jimmy Miller might have 
had anything to do with the action 
of the board, Polito quickly replied 
that this was quite possible. He 
asserted that Miller’s approval 
when he was being considered for 
appointment as a Republican mem- 
ber of the Election Board in 1933, 
had proved to be a disadvantage to 
him. 

“But there was nothing wrong 
with that,” he added. “I have known 
Jimmy Miller since he was a boy 
and we have always been friends. 
There had to be two Republican 
members of the Election Board so 
why shouldn’t Jimmy speak up for 
an old friend to a Democratic Gov- 
ernor? But they used that against 
me.” 

“I am proud to have Jimmy Mil- 
ler as a friend and I would rather 
have his friendship as a Democrat 
than the friendship of a lot of Re- 
publicans I know.” 


Fired Without Notice. 

Polito was a bit resentful of the 
new board’s failure to deal more 
formally with him. He was advised 
that his services would be no longer 
required only when Chief Clerk Al 
Rottman told him. 

“Of course, the new board has a 
perfect right to select its own per- 
sonnel,” Polito said, “but I feel I 
was justified in expecting a little 
more courtesy.”

National Commander Ray 
Murphy Tells Them Mad 
World Keeps U. S. From 
Disarming. 


ity the Associated Prees. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 21.—Na- 
tional Commander Ray Murphy 
called the eighteenth annual Amer- 


ican Legion convention to order at 


9:30 a. m-today. First on today’s 
program was a silent tribute to 
the war dead, while a delegation 
in Arlington Cemetery, hundreds of 
miles distant,-laid a wreath on the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 

Murphy in his address to the 
convention said “America will nev- 
er start a war-—-but America cannot 
disarm in the light of existing con- 
ditions.” 

“It is a tragic thought that the 
‘war to end war,’ which we fought 
in 1917 and 1918, was in truth the 
awful beginning of a series of con- 
flicts that may end wars only be- 
cause there is no longer resource 
to carry them on, no longer men to 
fight, no longer the will to live,” 
Murphy declared. 

“Nations Gone Mad.” 

“What a pity that the fine and 
fieeting vision of world peace s0 
nobly conceived by our war Pres- 
ident couid not have been captured 
and molded into actuality. It was 
not. Today we look out upon a 
world of men and of nations gone 
mad. 

“If war comes, in spite of peace- 
ful example, in spite of our will 
and determination to give no cause 
for war, in spite of our desire to 
deal fairly and live peacefully, if 
war must come, let it be the busi- 
ness of the nation, 

“Tet our every resource be avail- 
able to the nation’s defense! Let 
no one gain from the sacrifice of 
the men and women who toil that 
the armies and the navy may be 
fed, that the belching guns may be 
supplied! In brief, let the profit be 
taken out of war.” 

Newton D. Baker, Secretary of 
War under Wilson, in an address 
hailed the Legion as “the guardian 
of American principles of liberty” 


in an international situation “that 
may fil) the stoutest heart with 
concern.” 

Baker described the rise of 
“strange philosophies” in other 
countries of the world and = said 


“vou will find your fellow-citizens 
looking more and more to you for 
guidance. 

“The situation in the world at 
large,” Baker said, “is one that may 
fill the stoutest heart with con- 
cern. There have grown up in the 
world strange philosophies, differ- 
ent from any we have seen, and 
they are mastering the minds and 
hearts of many men. : 

“There is scarcely a nation on the 
face of the earth at this hour that 
is not fearful of a renewal of con- 
flict. 

“If the American Legion has one 
mission above another it is to see 
that the principle of liberty, of in- 
dividual liberty, is not surrendered 
in deference to any political her- 
esy.” 

“Armed to the Teeth.” 

The former War Secretary said 
“it is possible to find at least a 
half dozen countries armed to tne 
teeth, which have embraced the 
philosophy that it is permissible for

Davey Assails Future Veterans. 


Gov. Davey attacked the Veter- 
ans of Future Wars, which he de- 
scribed as an organization of uni- 
versity students designed “to make 
a mockery of the things you fought 
for.” 

He drew applause with the re- 
mark, “the veterans of future wars 
were organized to sneer at the 
service of the men who risked their 
all; millions of men resent that 
sneer.” 

Responding to the addresses of 
welcome, United States Senator 
Bennett C. Clark of Missouri, past 
national commander, said 1936 
probably was “the greatest year in 
the history of the American Le- 
gion.” 

“The great climax of this year 
were the efforts of Commander 
Murphy for legislation sponsored 
by the Legion to the end that the 
United States may keep out of fu- 
ture wars,” Senator Clark said. 
“The next session of Congress 
will enact legislation for taking 
the profit out of war. The Ameri- 
can Legion is not a military, fascist 
organization, but is made up of men 


i 


who have proved their patriotism 
and do not have to prove their de- 
votion to the Constitution of the 
United States.” 


M. Victor Beauregard, command- 
er of the French Legion of Honor, 
presented to Commander Murphy 
the Legion of Honor medal. 

J. Monroe Johnson of St. Louis, 
1935 convention city, received a 
medallion in appreciation of the 
reception given delegates there last 
year. 


The veterans applauded a com- 
munication from President Roose- 
velt in which he sent “friendly 
greetings” and expressed his regret 
that he was unable to attend the 
convention. 


The President’s message said: “It 


them to exhaust resources of sci- 
ence and united action for eco 
nomic purposes.” 

“The inescapable consequence of 
the adoption of that philosophy,” 
he said, “is that the people surren- 
der the principles of liberty § and 
submit themselves to dictatorship.

Equalizing Farm Income 
in Fat and Lean Years. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced yesterday 
the appointment of two committees 
to work out a permanent drouth 
and land use program for submis- 
sion to the next Congress. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
heads a committee to draft a plan 
of crop insurance in co-operation 
with netional farm organizations. 

Other members of the Wallace 
committe, are: Dr. A. G. Black chief 
of the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics; H. R. Tolley, Agricultural 
Adjustment Administrator; Wayne 
C. Tayor, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, and Ernest G. Draper, 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce. 

Morris L. Cooke. rural electrifi- 
cation administrator, was named 
chairman of a committee to report 
by Jan. 1 on a “long term program 
for the efficient utilization of the 
resources of the Great Plains area.” 

Letter to Wallace. 

The letter of President Roosevelt 
to Wallace follows in part: 

“IT am appointing two commit- 
tees or representatives of Fed- 
eral agencies to head up this work, 
to confer with farm organization 
leaders and others on the problems 
and to develop specific programs. 

“One committee, on which I want 
you to serve as chairman, and in 
your absence Dr. A. G. Black, chief 
of the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, is to work out a plan of 
crop insurance. The other, which 
is to succeed the temporary Great 
Plains drouth area committee, is to 
work out plans for a land use pro- 
gram for better permanent protec- 
tion against drouth. 

Consultation With Farm Leaders. 

“Kinal recommendations for leg- 
islation should be formulated with 
the advice and assistance of na- 
tional farm organization leaders so 
that the plans can be submitted to 
Congress with the approval and 
support of the representatives of 
the farmers. I suggest that it may 
be found wise for the first year to 
limit the application of the plan to 
one or two major crops as a start. 
My general suggestions to your 
committee follow: 

“In the past three and one- -half 
years, the Government has helped

farmers to meet emergencies of 
two kinds. The first was a col- 
lapse of prices resulting from huge 
surpluses for which the foreign 
markets disappeared. The second 
was a failure of crops in wide 
areas resulting from drouth. Each 
of these emergencies, except for 
Government action to assist farm- 
ers, would have had devastating 
consequences to consumers and 
business as well as to farmers. 

“The time has come to work out 
permanent measures guarding 
farmers and consumers against dis- 
aster of both kinds. Crop insur- 
ance and a system of storage re- 
serves should operate so that the 
surpluses of fat years could be car- 
ried over for use in the lean years. 

“Measures of this kind should 
make three important contribu- 
tions to the general welfare of the 
country as a whole; first, protec- 
tion of the individual farmer’s in- 
come against the hazards of crop 
failure or price collapse; second, 
protection of consumers against 
shortages of food supplies and 
against extremes of prices; and 
third, assistance to both business 
and employment through providing 
an even flow of farm supplies and 
the establishing of stability in 
farm buying power. Since 1933, 
the AAA payments have proved 
their usefulness to agriculture as 
well as business in assuring farm- 
ers some income both in time of 
price collapse and in time of crop 
failure. 

Crop Insurance Principle. 

“T am especially interested in 
its studies of a plan providing for 
the payment of premiums and in- 
surance in commodities. This 
should make it possible to base the 
premium rates on the productivity 
of the individual farms as shown 
by records of past production, a 
large number of which the AAA 
county committees already have on 
file. This method should avoid 
making farmers of one region pay 
for the risks of another region. 

“By making this insurance avail- 
able only to farmers co-operating 
in farm and soil conservation pro- 
grams, the plan would be safe- 
guarded from the price dangers 
which the Federal Farm Board 
Operations invited in the years 
from 1929 to 1932. By using exist- 
ing records of co-operating farm- 
ers and farm committeemen it 
would appear that premiums based 
on risk experience could be as fair- 
ly assessed as with existing forms 
of private insurance. 

Storage of Reserves. 

“The expense in the past to 
Federal, state and local govern- 
ments of burdens caused by drouth 
shows it is time to begin using the 
economical principle of insurance 
to lessen the financial and human 
costs of drouth in the future. 

“Crop insurance properly worked 
out should give adequate abund- 
ance to consumers even though 
there are several years of severe 
drouth while at the same time farm- 
ers would be protected from the low 
prices like those of 1932 which 
might result from several years of 
good weather. 

“I am sending similar letters to 
Administrator Tolley, Assistant 
Secretary Taylor, Assistant Secre- 
tary’ Draper, and Dr. Black.” 

Agricultural Department officials 
have been working on a tentative 
crop insurance program under 
which a farmer would pay a pre- 
mium, consisting : a certain per- 
centage of his crop in bumper years, 
and then would receive an insur-

Hearst’s New Red Scare Recalls That He 
Once Published a Series of “Exposes” 
That He Didn't Believe Himself.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. 

N a statement cabled from Am- 
| steraam, William Randolph Hearst 

identifies himself as the “notori- 
ous newspaper owner” accused by 
the White House of planning to in- 
cite anti-Communist feeling against 
the President in the campaign. To 
a man who owns a Moorish palace 
and a Bavarian village, to say 
nothing of Italian castles and a 
Welsh manor, expense can hardly be 
an object, but in this instance 
Hearst might have saved the cable 
tolls. Anyone who reads his papers 
would have spotted him instantly, 
without relying upon the White 
House description. 


As If Moscow Didn’t Have 


Enough Trouble at Home. 


EGINNING yesterday and con- 
Biinuing today, the Hearst pa- 

pers are carrying a series of 
lurid articles purporting to show 
that the Communist party, in Mos- 
cow as well as the United States, 
is tearing its shirt to re-elect 
Roosevelt. What with the Japan- 
ese menace, the Hitler threats and 
the fourth (or is it the fifth—or 
sixth?) five-year plan, you would 
think Moscow has enough on its 
hands. But Hearst says they are 
up to their eyes in the presidential 
campaign over here. Gluttons for 
punishment, the Bolsheviks! 

Yesterday's Hearst article Was 
largely devoted to a report made 
to the Third International by Earl 
Browder, Communist candidate for 
President. In it Browder stated 
that as between the twin evils of 
Roosevelt and Landon, the Amer- 
ican Communists had no choice but 
to vote for Roosevelt, since they 
considered a vote for Landon a vote 
for “fascism and war.” As a mat- 
ter of fact, Hearst might also have 
saved the trouble and expense of 
translating Browder’s report from 
the Moscow newspapers, because he 
made precisely the same statement 
a few days ago in a speech to the 
National Press Club here. 


An Interesting Theory 
But They Aren’t Communists. 


ODAY’S installment in the 
T Hearst papers sets up a some- 

what more interesting theory. 
As evidence that Roosevelt is re- 
ceiving Communist support, it cites 
the fact, undeniably true, that the 
President's re-election is being ac- 
tively sought by John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers; George L. Berry, president of 
the Printing Pressmen’s Union; Sid- 
ney Hillman, president of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers, and Da- 
vid Dubinsky, president of the Unit- 
ed Garment Workers. All four are 
leaders of Labor's Non-Partisan 
League, organized to help in Roose- 
velt’s campaign. 

Lewis is a lifelong Republican, 
who supported Harding in 1920, and 
was prominently mentioned for a 
place in his Cabinet. Berry is a Ten- 
nessee Democrat, who has been a 
sort of perennial candidate for vice- 
presidential nomination on _ that 
party ticket. Hillman and Dubinsky 
are old-line Socialists, who re- 
nounced their party allegiance in 
this campaign to the extent of or- 
ganizing labor in behalf of Roose- 
velt and Gov. Lehman in New York 
State, where most of their union 
members live and work. 


1927 Fiasco; Hearst 
Didn’t Believe It Himself. 


N his cabled statement, Hearst 
| describes himself as “an honor- 

able and patriotic journalist, com- 
pelled in fairess to my readers to 
tell the truth.” Which reminds me 
of the time he was on the witness 
stand before a Senate investigating 
committee in’ 1927. 

The Hearst papers had printed 
a series of “exposes,” even more 
lurid than the present exhibits, pur- 
porting to show that four United 
States Senators had received enor- 
mous bribes from the Government 
of Mexico. The names of the Sena- 
tors were deleted from the pub- 
lished documents, but they were 
later identified as Norris, Borah, 
La Follette and Heflin.

geries, purchased by a Hearst agent 
from a Mexican underworld char- 
acter who had a record of dealing 
in such merchandise.

When Hearst was placed on the 
witness stand, this question was 
asked him: “Did you believe these 
accusations to be tr@#e when you 
printed them?” 

“No,” was the terse reply. 

So I guess it all comes down to 
the question what constitutes “an 
honorable and patriotic journalist.” 


Kentucky Democratic, 
But Not Very Peaceful. 


HUS far, the straw ballots 
T (which are rapidly becoming a 

major industry) seem to agree 
that the Democrats will carry Ken- 
tucky. Nevertheless, they are hav- 
ing their troubles down there, and 
were it not for that powerful har- 
monizing force which unites party 
men in a common bond when their 
jobs are endangered, the outcome 
might be in question.

Logan Taken for a Ride 
Without Benefit of Jury. 


HE Senator is what you might 
T cau a specialist in upholding the 

God-given rights of free-born 
American citizens, and he attained 
the pinnagle of his achievement in 
that field a few years ago in con- 
nection with the dismissal of David 
Barry as sergeant-at-arms of the 
Senate. Barry, in an _ ill-advised 
flight of literary composition, had 
written a magazine article in which 
he broadly implied that bribery was 
not unknown in the _ Senate, al- 
though he qualified it with the 
statement that “not many Senators 
accept money for their votes.” 

Summoned before the wrathful 
body which employed him, the hap- 
less sergeant-at-arms was subjected 
to a very thorough cross-examina- 
tion from the floor, and compelled 
to admit that he had never known 
of an instance where any Sena- 
torial palm was feloniously or sur- 
reptitiously crossed. Accordingly, a 
motion was offered to dismiss him 
forthwith from the service of the 
Senate—that being the customary 
and accepted form of discharge, if 
not the only one. 

At this moment Logan heaved his 
ponderous form to an_e upright 
stance, and for approximately two 
hours harangued a gradually dis- 
appearing audience upon the uncon- 
stitutional, heinous, tyrannical and 
unspeakable outrage of “condemn- 
ing this man without a trial before 


a jury of his peers.” 

The luster of his performance 
was but slightly dimmed when upon 
winding up his speech, he rushed 
off home to supper without wait- 
ing to vote on poor Barry’s fate.

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: _ NEW MODELS—OLD PRICES. 


Wage advances and higher material prices have 
increased the cost of production, but automobile man- 
ufacturers, according to word from Detroit, will put 
the new models on the market at about the same 
figure as the 1936 cars. The experience of 1934, 
when a rise in price left dealers with an unsold sur- 
plus, seemingly has taught the motor people a lesson 
they have not forgotten. 

The classic success in motordom is due to the 
philosophy of the lowest possible price compatible 
with healthy survival. As a stimulant to consump- 
tion, the low price has so consistently justified itself 
that it is now generally accepted as a merchandising 
verity. A recent instance is the case of the railroads, 
which, as the result of lower rates established over 
the vehement opposition of many of them, are en- 
joying a comparative boom in passenger traffic, with 
gratifyingly enlarged revenues, net as well as gross. 

The practice has spread and is spreading. Dis- 
cussing the subject in the Forum, under the head- 
ing, “Low Prices for Prosperity,” J. George Freder- 
ick cites the experience of the furniture business, 
which had laggardly followed the beaten path. Pro- 
gressives in the industry who were determined to 
speed up the whole tempo were told it couldn't be 
done. Many formidable objections were raised, but 
they went resolutely and systematically at the job. 
First, a study of the market, then the selection of a 
design so priced as to stimulate purchase. Produc- 
tion specialists were set to work, new woads were 
found, new woodworking machines invented, a new 
merchandising policy adopted, with the result that a 
new market has been found. 

How the Arkansas Power & Light Co. got out 
of the red and into the black is interestingly re- 
lated. Serving a rural area in which eggs were, or 
could be, the money crop, if the business were or- 
ganized and closely operated, the utility people 
lighted the coops at night, put the hens on a 24- 
hour shift, so to speak, introduced new methods of 
grading and shipping, moved the’ farmer over from 
a loss to a profit column, sold a lot more power 
at a lower price, and now they are all prospering. 

TVA is reported as having “established new land- 
marks in low-price technics.” And the most inviting 
field is that of home ownership. The $4000 home 
which the author insists can, and will, be built will 
have a market of 16,000,000 families. The salutary 
effects will be far-reaching. 

Back to the new models! 

One after another, the motor manufacturers have 
followed the path blazed by the pioneer in the low- 
price field. The universal application of this prin- 
ciple, it has been expertly contended, would serve the 
national welfare, and thereby the special interests of 
industry, in a way that would discredit forever the 
opposing economics of scarcity and high prices. 


MISS BOBB. 

As one of its first acts, the newly appointed Board 
of Election Commissioners has retained Miss Bmma 
J. Bobb for the benefit of her advice as an elections 
expert. Miss Bobb was the Republican chairman of 
the board under the Caulfield administration, and 
before that she had had an experience in Blection 
Board work dating back to 1909. 

Miss Bobb has proved that she knows pretty much 
all there is to know about the business of conducting 
elections. She has seen all the arrows in the political 
trickster’s quiver and understands how to blunt 
them. She is fully aware of the flophouse racket 
and how it is used to swell the registration lists and 
the election returns. In her day on the Hjection 
Board, these places were checked by the police. They 
will get that treatment again. She knows how absurd 
it is to let the politicians tell the Election Board who 
should be appointed as officials of election. That sys- 
tem will undoubtedly be scrapped by the present 
board. She knows the right and the wrong way to 
conduct a canvass.

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BLUM SPEAKS FOR DEMOCRACY. 

Premier Leon Blum’s defense of democracy, deliv- 
ered as the French reply to Hitler’s recent denuncia-. 
tions of democracy, was tolerant, temperate and con- 
vincing. In striking contrast with the scorn for 
other political forms expressed by the German dicta- 
tor was Blum’s statement: “France does not pre- 
tend to impose on other governments the principles 
of governing which it finds wisest and most just.” 
Without the bombast that marked the Fuehrer’s re- 
cent addresses, Blum stated the case for states that 
are dedicated to preservation of human liberties. 
When he invited comparison between the relative sta- 
bility of dictatorships and democracies in the last cen- 
tury, he added factual backing to his philosophical 
discussion. 

The great democracies today are the British Em- 
pire, the United States, France, the Scandinavian 
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vailed within the last century include China, Japan, 
Spain, the Balkans, Italy and Germany. Compari- 
son both as to material progress and as to present 
security of citizens makes an overwhelming case for 
democracy. 

It was from the French Revolution that most of 
the world’s present democracies, great and small, took 
their inspiration. Today, when human rights again 
are at stake over the world, the official voice of 
France still speaks out in their behalf. As long as 
he can resist the conflicting forces arrayed against 
him, Premier Blum may be expected to forward the 
cause of democracy, both by word and deed.

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PROSPECTS FOR THE DUCK SEASON. 

As the duck season approaches, Government author- 
ities look for approximately the same hunting condi- 
tions as last year. The prospect is summarized as 
follows: “More birds went north, early nesting condi- 
‘tions were good, most of the Canadian territory was 
not in the drouth area where losses were heavy. The 
best guess is that hunting will be about the same 
as @ year ago.” 

The coming season will witness for the first time 
the beneficial effect of the Government’s new policy 
of reclaiming marsh lands for rest, refuge and feed- 
ing purposes. The draining of such marsh lands for 
agricultural ventures that, in many cases, were ill- 
starred, is recognized by experts as one of the potent 
causes for decline in the waterfowl] population. More 
than 2,000,000 acres of such lands have been acquired 
by the Bureau of Biological Survey, to be used for 
sanctuaries, and it plans to acquire within a few 
years a minimum of 7,500,000 acres. 

These lands are located along the great flyways 
where wild ducks and geese from time immemorial 
have stopped in their migrations between the North 
and the South. Dr. Gabrielson feels that ever-in- 
creasing numbers of acres of marsh lands for refuges 
will gradually build up the stock to a figure that 
again will allow more liberal hunting without threat- 
ening the extinction of any species. That is, of 
course, a highly reasonable assumption. 

After woeful neglect of sound conservation mea- 
sures, the Government has at last embarked on a 
fundamental program. To restore natural conditions 
in large part is true conservation as against the fake 
conservation of those cranks who suppose that the 
problems of preserving the duck population can be 
solved by stopping all hunting. The take of hunters 
has been relatively unimportant compared with the 
destruction of waterfowl by the draining of the lands 
which are their natural habitat. . 

These cranks advocated a closed season this year 
—a proposal wisely rejected by the Government. Such 
a closed season would have deprived thousands of 
people of employment, cut off large amounts of rev- 
enue obtained from licenses and duck stamps, used 
for conservation purposes, weakened enforcement and 
encouraged violations on the part of market hunters 
and others. It is interesting to note that Government 
officials contemplate that there is, moreover, little 
likelihood of an entirely closed season in 1937 or 
later years. : 

The fate of wild ducks and other waterfowl! will be 
decided by true conservation, not by fake conservation. 
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A LLOYD-GEORGIC.

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THE PRESIDENT AT HARVARD. 
There has been no more felicitous speech by Mr. 
Roosevelt during his administration than that he 
delivered at the Harvard tercentenary celebration. 


He was there, as he said, in a “joint and several | 


capacity”"—as President of the United States, as 
chairman of the official United States Harvard 
Tercentenary Commission, as a Harvard alumnus 
of 1904. 

With these three charges upon him, the Presi- 
dent rose to his opportunity. Harvard stands, he 
reminded the sons of the Crimson who had come 
from everywhere, for the precious rights of free 
inquiry and exploration in all realms of thought 
and action. But it is not enough for the uni- 
versity to be a mere spectator of the drama of life. 
It must train men for citizenship in “that high 
Athenian sense which compels a man to live his 
life unceasingly aware that its civic significance 
is the most abiding, and that the rich individual 
diversity of the truly civilized state is born only 
of the wisdom to choose ways to achieve, which 
do not hurt one’s neighbors.” 

The President was at his best in the high request 
with which he closed. He asked the sons of Harvard 
to dedicate themselves, “not only to the perpetuation, 
but also to the enlargement of that spirit”—— 


to pay ardent reverence ta the past but to 
recognize no less the direction of the future; to 
understand philosophies we do not accept and 
hopes we find it difficult to share: to account 
the service of mankind the highest ambition a 
man can follow, and to know that there is no 
calling so humble that it cannot be instinct 
with ambition; never to be indifferent to what 
may affect our neighbors; always, as Coleridge 
said, to put truth in the first place and notin the 
second.

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Condition of the Mexican Highway 


Reports that new highway from Laredo, Tex., to Mexico City is in dangerous con- 
dition are denied by St. Louis engineer, who drove over it in July; bridges and 
paving are completed, and risk is no greater than on mountain roads in U. S., he 
says; found good water supply in larger towns, and plenty of filling stations. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE highway connecting Mexico City with 
T tne United States at Laredo, Tex., was of- 

ficially opened July 1. Collier’s for that 
week printed an article, “Bumping Down to 
Mexico.” The sub-heading of this article 
stated: “That road from Laredo, Tex., to 
Mexico, D. F., is now officially opened. But 
don’t dash off next week-end. For a year 
or more, you will travel it at your own risk, 
if at all.” 

Excerpts from this article were widely re- 
printed in this country. On July 25, I wrote 
to the editor of Collier’s, stating that the 
article was so obviously incorrect in many 
important details, as of the date the issue 
was printed, that the article must have been 
written or the trip made by the author 
months previous. 

The article states that its author crossed 
rivers on homemade ferry boats, and shows 
a picture of a man-power ferry on the Tam- 
paon River, near Valles. On July 1, every 
bridge on the entire 763-mile stretch from 
Laredo to Mexico City was in service. The 
Tampaon River bridge had been in service 
since early in May. 

The article speaks of sections of road coh- 
sisting of “loose, broken stones that varied 
in size from as large as your fist to as large 
as your head. It had never been rolled or 
packed.” This situation was not found on 
any section of the road July 1. In the story, 
the author speaks of seeing boulders rolling 
merrily down the mountain and across the 
road. Within 50 miles of New York, on 
certain main highways, motorists see signs, 
“Beware of falling rocks.” The same is 
true on most mountain roads in the United 
States. In fact, within 35 miles of St. Louis 
there is a similar sign. 

The article speaks of the road’s having no 
protection on the outside of curves. On dan- 
serous curves, as a preliminary, large stones 
painted white were placed about 15 feet 
apart. These places are gradually being pro- 
tected by either guard rails or stone walls. 

& * x 

While the chief engineer of Mexico's high- 
ways, Luis Cuevas, may have told Collier’s 
representative, at the time he made the trip, 
that tourists traveled the road at their own 
risk, it must have been quite a long time 
before July 1, because I rode with Mr. Cuevas 
over this highway to Mexico City the first 
week in July. There was no more risk in 
driving this road than on many major high- 
ways in the mountains of the United States. 

So far as I know, Collier’s has never seen 
fit to correct the erroneous impressions cre- 
ated in its article, hence the above state- 
ments, which can be corroborated by ques- 
tioning Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of the 
Bureau of Public Roads: Thomas ‘P. Henry, 
president of the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation; J. Bdérton Weeks of the Keystone 
Automobile Club of Philadelphia; Josephus 
Daniels, United States Ambassador to Mex- 
ico; Earl L. Kelly, Director of Public Works 
in California, and Maj. Thomas H. Cutler, 
chief engineer of the Kentucky State High- 
way Department, formerly chief engineer of 
the Missouri department, all of whom trav- 
eled this road its entire length in July. 

Camino Nacional No. 1 is an all-weather 
road. It has a paved surface of 19 feet and 
7 inches. It is 32 feet, 9% inches from out 
to out of shoulders. The maximum grade, 
even through the mountains, is 6 per cent. 
This means that your car can take any part 
of the road in high gear. On any mountain 


| 


road, whether in Mexico or the United 
States, it is well for the driver not to travel 
at night or to take hairpin curves at exces- 
sive speeds. For the convenience of the driv- 
er, signs are posted along the roadside show- 
ing safe driving speed. 

The road is patrolled over its entire length 
by motorcycle policemen who are expert me- 
chanics, who speak English and will help 
the motorist in an emergency. Places where 
you can get gasoline, oi] and water are not 
more than 50 miles apart. While it is true 
that with an absence of fences, cattle and 
burros do wander on the highways, and 
you have to be careful of these animals, the 
same is true in many of our states. 

From the August issue of the American 
Magazine, one may get an idea that there 
is a lot of construction work going on. As 
a matter of fact, maintenance is necessary 
on all new roads as well as old ones. No 
amount of engineering skill can protect the 
reckless driver who will not keep over on 
his own side of the road and drive at mod- 
erate speeds on the mountain sections of the 
road, any more than in the mountains of 
Pennsylvania. 

The rainy season is from June to October. 
While the highway is an all-weather, all- 
year-round surface, mists in mountains at 
night should be avoided. 

* * * 

Private capital and the Mexican Govern- 
ment are setting up model tourist camps 
along the road. The water supply in the 
larger towns is all right. Just as you must 
be careful of your water supply in the small 
towns in the United States, you must also 
be careful to use boiled water or bottled 
water in the small villages of Mexico. 

At present, the national highway system 
of Mexico consists of two trunk roads—the 
Nuevo Laredo-Mexico City-Acapulco highway 
and the Nogales-Mexico City-Suchiate high- 
way. The first highway is 1052 miles long, 
of which the 763-mile section from Laredo 
to Mexico City has just been ppened. That 
section from Mexico City through Cuernavaca 


. to Taxco is in marvelous condition, and the 


other section to Acapulco is in such shape 
that a friend of mine drove the distance of 
282 miles in eight and one-half hours. When 
you figure that most of this is mountain 
driving, you will realize the condition of this 
road, as the pavement is now practically all 
finished. , 

The other great trunk road is 2557 miles 
long. There are 14,000 men working on this 
highway, mostly on the Nogales-Mexico City 
section. 

From Laredo, Tex., to Panama, along the 
route of the proposed inter-American high- 
way, it is 3246.7 miles. The six-year plan of 
the Mexican Government provides that its 
section of the highway shall be completed 
by 1940. With construction of bridges over 
the main rivers in the Central American 
countries going ahead as rapidly as it is, 
together with the fact that all of these gov- 
ernments have become acutely road-con- 
scious, I am of the opinion that the entire 
8250 miles to Panama from Laredo will be 
completed by 1940. It is not too much to 
dream now: that, with the construction going 
on in the South American countries, it will 
not be long afterwards before this Pan- 
American highway from Canada to the Ar- 
gentine, 12,000 miles in length, the longest 
road on earth, will be completed and used 
during our own lives.

lowa G. O. P. Chairman Says New 
Dealers Are Trying to Scare 
Merchants. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Charg- 
ing “campaign of intimidation,” 
Charlies H. Cook, Iowa Republican 
chairman, was quoted today as say- 
ing New Dealers “are threatening 
criminal action against citizens who 
are telling the truth about the "con- 
umers' taxes.” 

A statement by the Republican 
National Committee quoted Cook 
as saying New Dealers “are con- 
cerned about tax postings on meat 
because they do not want the pub- 
lic to know the truth.” 

The Cook statement charged 
Democratic National Chairman Far- 
ley with “hurling epithets which 
threaten fines and jail sentences to 
any merchant who dares reveal to 
his customers the truth that the 
Government is collecting from him 
Federal taxes in the prices of the 
commodities he buys.” 

“Tt is evident,” the statement 
said, “that the New Dealers do not 
want to acquaint the taxpayer with 
the fact that $3 out of every $5 col- 
lected by the Federal Government 
in taxes are paid by the consumer 
in the price of the commodities he 
buys. 

“If it is wrong for the butcher 
to post the amount of tax in a 
pound of meat, it is just as wrong 
for theaters and filling stations to 
post the tax on the price of their 
products. New Dealers have not 
been conerned about the latter posi- 
ings,” he said. 

The statement said President 
Roosevelt wrote to Roy W. Howard, 
head of a newspaper chain, that 
“consumers’ taxes” had risen from 
30 per cent to 60 per cent of the 
national revenue between 1929 and 


1935. a

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VANDENBERG SAYS HE MAY 
DEBATE WITH SENATOR LEWIS 


Answers Challenge on Campaign Is-

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 21. 


—United States Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, re- 
plied today to the challenge of 
Senator J. Hamilton Lewis (Dem.), 
Illinois, for a joint debate on con- 
stitutional issues of the campaign 
with a letter saying “We might 
hope to meet, perhaps, once at the 
finish.” He said most of his speak- 
ing time was promised. 

Senator Lewis asked Senator Van- 
denberg to debate on the subject, 
“Resolved, That There Had Been 
No Measure Passed Under the 
Direction of the President and the 
Present Administration That Was 
Knowingly Unconstitutional or In- 
tended to Be an Unconstitutional] 
Measure.” 

Vandenberg suggested one of sev- 
eral propositions, including this: 
“Resolved, That the President was 
right when he asked Congress to 
pass New Deal legislation regard- 
less of ‘doubts as to its constitu- 
tionality, however reasonable’; and 
that the Supreme Court was wrong 
when, rejecting one of several New 
Deal schemes, it warned that ‘ev- 
ery journey to a forbidden land be- 
gins with the first step.’” 

To Lewis’ charge that “the meas- 
ures in general referred to by you 
as invalid were those you yourself 
supported by vote,” Senator Van- 
denberg replied that “the record 
speaks for itself.” 

He denied that the Jones-Consti- 
gan Sugar Act, referred to by Sen- 
ator Lewis, was a price-fixing 
measure or that it was “of my 
creation.” He voted for the bill un- 
der protest, he said, “because it was 
the only chance to give domestic 
agriculture any semblance of pro- 
tection.”

BOSTON, Sept. 21.—The board of 


trustees of the National Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters an- 
nounced last night that it wanted 
“one of the major Cabinet posts... 
to safeguard the interests of 63,- 
000,000 policyholders.” The associ- 
ation’s national convention opened 
here today. 

The trustees, commenting on the 
adminitsration’s social security pro- 
gram, declared, “Not for a long time

"ing us sit down and listen to 
him.

“He didn’t try out his productions 
on us so often as did.on the dog, 
Jessie.

From the intonations of his 
voice he would elicit a response as 
dogs do respond sensitively to the 
tone of a voice. If at the end 
Jessie wagged Mer tail it would be 
indicative that they were in ac- 
cord and the poem or whatever it 
was they had been discussing would 
stand approved.

Father was 
an inveterate tease and prankster 
at home as he was everywhere else 
and you just had to develop a sense 
of humor to cope with his, so the 
gatherings were very lively and 
there was lots of fun in the house. 
How he did love to tease our 
mother, but she was equal to turn- 
ing his jokes. 

“In winter box parties at Satur- 
day matinees were almost a weekly 
event. Theater passes were freely 
handed out to newspaper men in 
those days and box seats, being less 
saleable than others, usually were 
available to the drama critic. He 
would gather us up with some 
neighbor children and we'd go into 
town to sée some high class com- 
edy. Never a serious play. He 
didn’t think children enjoyed seri- 
ous dramas, and he thought only 
of our enjoyment. 


“Then he would recite for our en- 
tertainment all the many declama- 
tions he hall memorized as a school 
boy. He was a great improvisor at 
the piano. He had a rich resonant 
bass singing voice and would sing to

F nothing we can do to help him 
but it is just as well for him to go 
on and be exposed, for that is the 
way he builds up his natural im- 
munity. Measles is almost inevita- 
ble, and it is probably much better 
to get it over in childhood, because 
then immunity is acquired for life, 
and measles in adult life is very 
much more serious than in child- 
hood. 3 

For three infectious diseases, how- 
ever, we have methods of preven- 
tion, and possibly for one other, al- 
though that is not so certain. 

It is fortunate that one of them 
is about the worst menace to child- 
hood—diphtheria. In old days 
diphtheria claimed a terrible death 
toll from childhood. .Yet the offi- 
cial health report for 1935 shows 
19 cities in the United States with 
not one diphtheria death in that 
year. That means we cannot only 
cure it, but also prevent it. 

Progress in diphtheria has had 
three steps. First, the discovery of 
the causative germ and rapid means 
of identifying it so, in case of a 
suspicious throat, the final diag- 
nosis could be made immediately. 
Second, in 1892, antitoxin for cure 
—10 years after its introduction the 
mortality was reduced about half. 
Ignorance, prejudice against its use, 
delay in calling a physician, putting 
off prompt treatment—these kept it 
from going lower. As they were 
gradually overcome, the mortality 
sank a little, and then about 1920 
the use of a preventive was begun, 
That initiated the last era which 
has in some communities wiped out 
diphtheria altogether. 

The preventive is called “toxoid.” 
It is given hypodermically. It is 
harmless. It prevents diphtheria. 
It should be given all school chil- 
dren.

G. F. A.: “Will you express your 
opinion as to the relative values 
of alkalis, calcium carbonate, mag- 
nesium, etc., as compared to a col- 
loidal solution of aluminum hydrox- 
ide for correcting acidity, especially 
if the kidney analysis shows quite 
large quantities of acid?” 

Answer: First, it is perfectly 
normal for the kidneys to throw off 
large quantities of acid. Life in- 
surance companies will not accept 
candidates otherwise. As to the 
relative values of the substances 
mentioned, in my opinion simple 
alkaline salts are more potent than 
colloidal solutions.
